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Yesey Defends

What- 
ever force this opinion may have, 
it is further weakened by an on- 
inion issued by the Attorney Gen- 
eral's office February 11, 1950, in 
which the Attorney General's of- 
fice uses the following language: 
"In 1951 and in each odd-numbered 
year thereafter, the offices of ma- 
yor, city treasurer, police judge, 
and one-half of the aldermen of 
cities of the first class will be filled 
in the November election. (Section

"Moreover Act 307 has been con- 


strued by a court of competent 
jurisdiction in an election contest 
for the office of Municipal Judge. 
Thi sdecision is the law in that case 
and remains the law until reversed 
by the Supreme Court. The Gar- 
land Circuit Court in construing 
Act 307 uses the following language 
"The Court, therefore, is of the op- 
inion, and so holds, that the gener- 
al city election held on April 5, 
1949, 
at which time the plaintiff 


Johnson claims to have been elect- 
ed for a four (4) year term, was in 
fact void and of no effect in so far 
as it applied to the oficc o Munic 
pal Judge." 


"For a moment, let us examine 


the facts and the language of Act 
307. Judge Lemlcy in April of 1945, 
was elected Judge of the Hope 
Municipal Court for a .four (4) year 
period ending the.third Tuesdaj-'in 
April, 1949, On March 19, 1949, the 
Legislature passed Act 307, chang- 
ing the time for holding city elec- 
tions from April to November. It 
will be noted that this act was pas- 
sed approximately a month before 
the term of Judge Lcmley expired 
and sixteen (16) days prior to the 
old time of holding city elections. 
The pertinent part of the language 
of Act 307 is as follows: 
" « * *all officials elected at gen- 
eral municipal elections who are 
now serving on four (4) year terms 
shall continue in office until their 
successor is elected at the first 
general election following the ex- 
piration of said term and qualifies 
and assumes said office on Jan- 
uary 1st of the year next succeed- 
ing the date o fthe general election 


Arkansas' j —and shall be elected every four 


(4) years thereafter." A common 
sense interpretation o fthis lan- 
guage would lead to the inevitable 
conclusion that the Garland Cir- 
cuit Court was correct in it sin- 
terpretation of the law. The word 
now as used in the act (quoted a- 
bove) would mean March 19, 1949 
and would apply to Judge Lemley's 
term expiring the third Tuesday 
in April of 1949. Hence, the term 
of Municipal Judge expiring the 
third Tuesday in April of 1949, was 
extended and the time of holding 
election for the office of Municipal 
Judge was changed from April 5, 
1949 until November of 1951. (Sec- 
tion 51 of Act 1 of 1875). 
Therefore-, the election of April 4, 
1949, 
was a void election in so far 


as the office of Municipal Judge is 
concerned. It therefore became the 
duty of the Democratic Central 
Committee to call a primary elect- 
ion to nominate a democratic can- 
didte for the office of Municipal 
Judge in the general election to be 
held in November of 1951.
